This is the electronic final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS), dated June 13, 2019, and received by this office on 
June 14, 2019. You are seeking requesting the following records: (1) Records sufficient to show 
of all attendees of the meeting that reportedly occurred between Mr. McAleenan and President 
Tramp in Calexico, CA, on or around April 5, 2019, (2) all records reflecting communications 
between the office of Acting Secretary McAleenan and anyone in the White House Office 
(including anyone with an email address ending in @who.eop.gov) regarding the meeting 
referenced in Part 1. (3) any materials associated with the meeting, such as meeting notices, 
meeting agendas, talking points, background materials, any handwritten or electronic notes taken 
during the meeting, summaries of the meeting, or other materials exchanged before or after the 
meeting referenced in Part 1, from April 1, 2019, to the date the search is conducted (Date Range 
for Record Search: From 4/1/2019 to 6/13/2019). 

We conducted a comprehensive search of files within the Office of the Chief Information Officer 
(CIO) for records that would be responsive to your request. Unfortunately, we were unable to 
locate or identify any responsive records. 

Please be advised that Mr. McAleenan was appointed Secretary of DHS on April 10, 2019, after 
the date of the meeting. Our office transferred your request to the CBP FOIA Office for review 
and direct response to you.
